Tho egg trade of thi.s Province is 
nHsmuing^ononaous proportions, as wo 
gather from reports from vaiiouslocftU- 
ties, .111(1 this trado is carried on entire- 
ly with llie lari^e cities m tlu; eiisloi-n 
partoftbo United States, such as 
Boston, New York find Pliiladelpbia. 
Notwithstanding tlio doprossion in 
trado^nia cbiipulBory eoonomy among 
tho labouring class of the population, 
the exports hav-c been larger this your 
than ever, and tho aveiayo price bore 
has been higher, reaching about four- 
toon cents. We believe a better pay- 
ing buhincsa wuld be carried on if one 
member of a linn was to bo located in 
either of these cities, to receive and 
dispose of the shipiucuts, as it is pos- 
sible that two many egu's are reiiortml 
na bad and broken. We have been told 
that as many as from (JOO to 1 ,000 doz- 
en have been reported as bad or brok- 
en in one ahipment, which we shtJiihi 
suppoao as rather too many. To. show 
the e.^teut of tho trade we give the 
foUwing samples:— In Oxford county 
one firm sent to the New York market over 
1,000 barrels of 70 t oz. each. Tliia supply 
was procured in a radius of twelve miles. 
Since tho 1st of November there have 
been shipped from the -Seaforth, by 
Seafotth dealers, 12 car loads of eggs, 
making 1,H20 barrels, or 127, -lOO doz- 
ens, or 1,528,800 eggs. The shipment 
from the '13th of April to tho present 
date foota-upto 51 car loads, making 
7,14(1 bari-ela,. or 499,800 dyijana, or 
6,89^600 eggBi. ' Taki^ Mcfents as 
the dVerago price paid cne amount will 
com^'to the enormous sum of §(50,979. 
Thesse were gathered within a radius 
of alibut 40 miles, and some half-doz 
en teams were engaged ir gathering 
them. From iSlruthrow were shipi)ed 
1,25D, Barrels, Costing about isl t.OOO, 
averaging 18 centb a dozen. Messrs. 
Ros3.& Lee,ubf this town, who have 
only boon engaged in the business 
during the past season, with tho assist- 
ance of two teams, have gathered and 
shippe/l 15 car loads. If those places 
can lie taken as a criterion, and wu 
believe they can, what an ininienso 
aggregate business must have been 
done in eggs for tho whole Province, 
and what a large amount of wealth 
must have been received in exchange 
for them.

Perhaps we should fnte, of a num- 
bar of tubs. A telegram from San 
Francisco announces that Goodall, 
Nelson & Perkinb, in consequence of 
" tbo seve?:e criticipifQ of the Victoria 
pre is," hare retired from the North- 
ern route. Some weeks ago we ven- 
tured the prediction that if tho popu- 
lar clamor which arose immediately 
after the loss of th^ steamship Pacifu; 
with 325 lives was properly directed, 
it would bo found 'ere long that those 
poor martyrs to human greed and 
avarice had not died in vain. The 
tolegraphic announcement proves the 
correctness of that prediction. The 
tub era is over; iind nouo save 
good, substantial, seaworthy vessels 
need now comijcto for public patron- 
age on this coast. The Victoria press 
Las certainly achiGved a great triumph 
in accompliBhing a reform iu bi.K 
weeks that the tian Francisco press 
has not accomplished in 26 years, 
and we shall over feel prourl when we 
reflect that Thk Colonist led tho van 
in the onslaught, and delivered and 
received tlio heaviest blows. In our 
efforts we have been aided by the 
elements, which have dealt heavily 
with the old tubs, and taught Good- 
all, Nelson & Perkins that thoy liavo 
not in their fleet a single ship fitted to 
withstand tho lude shock of a winter 
tempest o^ this coast. No great re- 
form, it is true, was ever won 
without the interests of some being 
injuriously aflfectod. But the interests 
of the few must give way when the 
good of tho many is at stake. The 
public are to bo congratulated on the 
withdrawal of the G. N. & P. steamers 
irona this route.

EditoB O01.ONJBT: — In answer to your 
OOrreepondent, "Inquirer," I beg to state 
tha^ the common phrase, "fresh fields and 
pislurea new," is wrong, if used as a 
quotation from Milton; and that my quo- 
tation, "frosh uoods and pnstnres new," 
is, ub you say. quite correct. I am oblig- 
ed to your corrospontlcnt for giving me 
an opportunity of shieliliug a little llower 
of literature amidst the ruilo blusta of 
political discussion. Tbo two Inst lines 
of Miiton's exquisite monoriy (Lycidas) 
on the death, in 1(>37, of Lis young friend 
Mr. West, by drowning, are as follows: 

"At last be rose, and twitched bis mantle blup, 
To.morrow to fresh woodH aud pastureB new." 

I think, when the whole lino ia read, 
most persons, with an ear for poetic mea- 
sure, will feel that Milton could nut, me- 
trioally, have preferred the word "fields" 
to the word "woods" in the above line. 
But it was not a question of metro nlono 
to tho poet. A "lield" and a "pasture" 
are not, indefd, strictly tho huuic, ljul the 
distinction between tb( ni is not wide 
enough to have freed Millou, had housed 
both words, from u churgo of weakening 
his line by repeating nlmuHt tho same 
meaning m different words. Tho real 
reason, however, for using the word 
"woods" is that the whole poem denands 
this use. The "uncouth swain" who is 
depicted by tho poet as singing this la- 
ment, sang umidst the "\vot)ds." the 
"wild thyme," tho "gadding vine," the 
"willows," the "li,T?el copseH" aud the 
"oaks" (see Lycidai*) — not, perhaps, 
without a bit of pasture, hero and there, 
traversed by rills. — and therefore, when 
•the sun's shadows lengthened, and tlie 
swain gathered around him liia m^intle uf 
blue, it WdB natural for him to Kaj-: 
" ro-morrow. to fresh woods and pasturco new." 

The word "woods," in short, was re- 
quired by the sense, as well as by metri; 
cal considerntions. Tho word "fields" 
would not have suited at all, fur the above 
stated reason, and becaujo a "lield" dis- 
tinctivb'y, is an encloHuro viithout trpot — 
that is, an enclo.suro, "^e/ci" (Saxon ) , 
"felled," or cut down. 

The blander of using "flelds" instead 
of "woods," is, however, a very common 
one, and your correspondent need not be 
ashamed of it, though Milton would.

First, work was commenced on what 
is known two mile point on Seton Lake, 
on '28th Juno last. Employed on tho 
work at eomiiiiMioement live men, with 
one iSsmuel Clay (Heaven's selection) 
as .supunntendent and maiioger, our first 
work l)L-iug to construct a now trail to 
reach top of Blttflf. Worked at this two 
weeks, when men wero ordered to burn a 
coal pit, which was done, and the result 
was sis saolis coal. Then a second nt 
toiiipt at coal burning wit I) a result of two 
sacks, the co il wu^ luteinled for shar[)on- 
ing drills, gads, picks and crowbars for 
u.-io for three months. Finally fell back 
on lir hark for forging. In ascending on 
tiiia side to reach top of blull made fair 
progrehs, five men (cook included) until 
top of bluff was reached. oecupying about 
one luunth. For tho tiiHt time, iho 8u- 
periiilendeut di^oovevod thiit ho could not 
lua'ic the ileseoiit at this jiuiat, although 
lie was a|)prised of tho fact long before 
the toj; of bliilV was renoho.ljvo then woru 
compelled to abandon 101) yards of trail, 
the lubor of fi/e men for three weeks. 
Supcrintendoiifc.concluded that ho could 
not proceed further with tho trail, when 
T. Cox (one of m -n on trail sineo work 
first conimeneed) declared that a good 
trail could be construoted at a point 100 
feet lower m the blull Work was at once 
eotaineiiceil at this point and a good trail 
eoiislriieled without serious difficulty. 
Tlio Bumniit is tlimlly reached, and now 
I'oiiiiiH the descent. The trail is a perfei t 
7. g zug, all walled on an uncertain foiin- 
dutioo; much of th-- trail is liable to fall 
or topple over at any moiaent from the 
greul \vci;;lit of the wali, point at 

at which the trail iliv>t deoends tho blnfl" 
being at least forty feet too high, while 
forty feet below g:;od bottom for wall ex- 
ists, and a far bi'tter trail could bo con- 
striii'leil without a sinulo ^urn. "As 
on the opposile hi lo, so an this,'" the la 
lior of lhe.se now blastings for throe weeks 
abaiiiloiKMl. It is now tlio I'ith October, 
and we have been oiglit mi.'n strong for 
the Iiiht uioulh, uiid our labor ou this 
point is linally eomp], 'ted, and the Gov- 
ern nun t have a piece of trail over a point 
or blutV or rook, where no cattle can pos- 
sibly be driven. This point of rook must 
liually be luidged or a trail lilasted 
tliroii|,'li.
